Console boxes and overhead console 


■ Console box light (front) 

The console box light turns on when the "ENGINE START STOP" switch is in 
IGNITION ON mode. 

■ Using the front console box to store CD cases 

Store a CD case with the hinged portion fac¬ 
ing either the front or back of the console 
box.
